EVERY THURSDAY NIGHT 
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Liverpool-born, Dover-based blues 
musician JOHN PEARSON formed a trio 
seven years ago with NANA TSIOBE and 
JEAN TURPIN. 


The idea was to open up the music and to 
give more room to improvise. And it 
worked pretty much from the word go. At 
last PEARSON had found his way around 
the ‘orthodoxy’ of the bass and the drums 
route to collaborating with other players 
and getting a ‘bigger’ sound. He had also 
been working at the time as duo with 
KENNY CRADDOCK and -— after a break 
of several years — resumed a musical 
partnership with his brother GEORGE 
PEARSON. 


The result is JOHN PEARSON’S BLUES 
& BEYOND and their aloum “Rhythm Oil”. 
The album was recorded in two days and 
completed in six. It’s all first takes — just 
as they played it and you can hear the 
live feel in the music if you let the 
“Rhythm Oil’ soak in as you listen. The 
players are these: 


JOHN PEARSON (vocals/6 & 12 string 
guitar): JP plays in the tradition of early 
blues players who are his inspiration. He 
has worked and performed with Alexis 
Korner, Davey Graham, Jo Anne Kelly, 
Rory Gallagher, Louisiana Red, Sonny 
Terry & Brownie McGee to name a few. 
His radio and TV appearances include the 
Jools Holland Show, the first Alexis 
Korner Memorial Tribute video and aloum 
and live radio sessions across Europe. 
“Rhythm Oil” is John’s fifth album, 
following on from “Grashoppers In My 
Pillow” (1996), “Busy Bootin’”” (1992, with 
ROGER HUBBARD and nominated as 
Best Blues Album of the year), 
“Streamline Train” (1990) and “Drive My 
Blues Away” (1989). The last two titles 
are now deleted. 


JEM TURPIN (harmonica & vocals): JT 
joined a blues band in St Louis, USA, 
playing around the area during the 1980s. 
On returning to England he worked clubs 
with Kenny Craddock, Jon Cleary and 
Roger Hubbard to name but a few. He 
plays in many styles from old country 
blues, Chicago, R and B and Latin - they 
can all be heard in Jem’s playing. He is a 
founder member — with brother Louis — of 
the TURPIN BROTHERS BAND. They 
have released two albums, “Love and 
Passion” (1994) and “Life After Lunch” 
(1997). 


NANA TSIBOE (djembe/percussion/ 
vocals): Master percussionist NANA 
TSIOBE is currently one of the most 
celebrated percussionists in Africa and is 


a member of the Master Drummers. His 
collaborations include Dudu Pukwana, 
Mongezi Feza, Chris McGregor. His Drum 
Circle collaboration with Lation and Indian 
percussionists Boscoe D’Oliveria and 
Ansuman Bisnas fuses infectious African 
folk rhythms with buoyant Asian raga 
beats and dazzling Latin samba to create 
a unique “worldbeat”. NT has released an 
album of his ten-piece big beat band 
called Asem Ni/Trouble Dat (1996). He is 
currently working on a new album. 


GEORGE PEARSON (fretless bass): GP 
has worked with Alexis Korner, Sonny 
Terry & Brownie McGhee, Gordon Smith 
and brother John amongst others. He is 
currently one half of Sonny Black’s rhythm 
section The Dukes. 


They are currently working on a follow up 
to their 1998 album “Free Spirit”. “As a 
unit The Dukes are peerless — making the 
quartet a top drawer dynamic combo. The 
rhythm section extraordinary for a British 
group is a funky swinging thing which gets 
the grooves and accents just right — while 
guitar and piano ride on their rhythmic 
wave.” 


KENNY CRADDOCK (mandolin/ 
accordion/keyboards): KC’s experience 
and prodigious musical talent cover too 
much ground to detail here. They include 
a long time collaboration with Alan Hull 
and Lindisfarne on both solo and band 
projects and tours. He has also recorded 
and toured extensively with Paul Brady 
and Gerry Rafferty and toured the USA 
with Mary Black. Musical Director and 
keyboard player with Van Morrision, he 
co-wrote a song for his “Too Long in 
Exile” aloum. Kenny has production and 
session credits for the first (1989) and 
second (1995) BUICK 6 albums and 
JOHN PEARSON’s three previous albums 
listed above. He is currently working on 
his own solo album projects.
